• Many argue that the gap 
between the Boxster/

I worked in a camera shop for 
eight years and, while it wasn’t 
quite what I wanted to spend 
the rest of my life doing, I 


liked the equipment side of 
things and it was where I met 
my first real photographers. 

How did you make the leap 
into taking photos for a living? 

I made a few very simple trips 
into Europe, Morocco and 
South America working as a 
freelance travel photographer.

I wanted to challenge myself 
though, so I started going off 
the beaten path a bit into 
countries like El Salvador and 
Guyana. I came across conflict 
for the first time and I thought 
that documenting it would be 
an important thing to do - 
but I didn’t want to follow the 
usual news agenda. I wanted 
to go off on my own. 

Did you have to make any 
sacrifices to embark on this? 

I would have been sacrificing 
my dreams, my future, by 
not going. I sold everything 
I had, basically, and headed 
to Colombia for six months. 


any pictures for years. I’d run 
out of money, come home, 
stack shelves for six months 
then go back out for another 
couple of months. 

At what point did you choose 
to make a career out of it? 

In 2003,1 bought a one-way 
ticket to Amman and took a 
$200 [£120] taxi to Baghdad. 

I had no guarantee of work, 
and one contact. Within a 
week, they’d captured Saddam 
and I met all the journos there. 
I networked like mad, handing 
out my business cards to 
everyone, and came back 
a year later £60,000 richer. 


How did it go? 

Considering I didn’t really 
speak Spanish and never had 
any formal training, I did well 
to hook up with both the 
government soldiers and the 
rebels. Plus, I narrowly missed 
being blown up by an IED 
which killed two of the soldiers 
I was with, and got caught in 
my first firefight a week later. 

I kept my head, though, and 
I knew I could take strong 
pictures. However, I never sold 


So can anyone just pick up a 
camera and go to a warzone? 

If you sit at home waiting to 
be asked to go to your first war, 
you’ll never go. At a certain 
point though, the photography 
skills become less important 
than your survival skills. You 
can be the best photographer 
in the world and get killed 
within days. Some do. I made 
a few mistakes - including 
nearly getting shot on the first 
night when I walked up to

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a military checkpoint in the 
dark. Today, I run conflict 
photography workshops here 
in Spain. If you’ve never been 
to war, it’ll definitely help! 

Were there any moments early 
on when you thought that 
this career would be too 
dangerous to pursue? 

I was amazed at what you can 
survive. In Iraq my hotel was 
hit by a double suicide bomb 
strike, and I just got up and 
went out and started shooting 
pictures. You become the kind 
of person who runs towards 
gunfire, rather away from it. 

Tell us about your experiences 
in documenting the work of 
British forces in Afghanistan. 

My brother has been in the 
Army for 15 years and in 2007 
I pitched a story to a magazine 
of two brothers on the 
frontline in Afghanistan. I felt 
in my element. We got 
ambushed six times in 24 
hours. There were RPGs flying 
around and snipers opening 
fire, but because of my 
experience, I was able to move 
around safely and got good 
shots. It was an intense time 
and one of my best jobs. While 
embedded with my brother’s 
regiment I made one of my 
strongest images, of an RPG 
being fired - it ran in Nuts\ 

Have you ever helped out while 
on operations? 

In 2011, we helicoptered into 
a former Taliban stronghold 
and while we were clearing a 
compound, we walked through 
a doorway. Six of us passed 
through with no problems, 
but the seventh triggered 
a pressure pad. The soldier’s 


injuries were horrific [he lost 
both legs]. I didn’t want to 
move around and set off 
another bomb, and I didn’t 
want to shove my camera in 
people’s faces. I worked slowly 
and methodically while the 
medic saved his life. When 
the helicopter came in to pick 
him up, I helped carry the 
stretcher because all the other 
guys were laden with so much 
kit. A sharpshooter was taking 
pot shots and the level of stress 
was incredible - one person 
could clip another pressure 
pad and we’d all go up. 

What did the soldiers make 
of your actions? 

Once the casualty was safely 
on the helicopter and we 
were back in the compound, 

I shared cigarettes with the 
guys. They said they’d never 
seen a journalist do anything 
like that, but it just seemed 
like the right thing to do. 
Eventually, though, the risks 
of conflict photography started 
to outweigh the rewards, so 
I stopped. It was a kind of 
addiction. It’s the sort of life 
you might see in a film - flying 
over a desert one day, on patrol 
with a group of soldiers the 
next. And the money was good. 

What advice would you give to 
someone who wanted to follow 
in your footsteps? 

I would question what the 
motivation is. If you’re hoping 
that your images are going 
to change the world, that’s 
not realistic. If you want to 
experience new things, travel, 
and learn what’s happening, 
go for it. There are stories that 
need to be documented. 

Go and find them. 
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Four fab fifties who are 
more than a handful!

Dutch defender Gregory van der 
Wiel got into trouble in 2009 
when he opted out of playing 
for Holland claiming concussion, 
then tweeted a photo of himself 
at a Lil Wayne gig. 
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The facial injuries that Franck 
Ribery suffered in a car accident 
in his youth, which led to his 
unique appearance, required 
over 100 stitches. 


Bayern’s English connection is 
equally as strong as PSG’s, with 
Daniel van Buyten and Jerome 
Boateng (both Man City), Arjen 
Robben and Claudio Pizarro 
(both Chelsea) having played 
in the Premier League. 


Club captain Philipp 
Lahm holds the record 
for the largest fine 
ever dished out by 
Bayern, after he got 
a £21,000 slap on the 
wrist for criticising the 
club’s transfer policy 
in an unauthorised 
interview in 2009. 


Bayern are the world’s second most 
supported sports club behind Portugal’s 
Benfica, with 223,985 members. 


Defender David Alaba 

scored the seventh 
fastest goal in the 
tournament’s history...

As a jockey, I stay in 
the same hotels as a lot of the 
other riders and it’s the kind 
of thing you laugh and joke 
about. “Just think, come 20 
past four, one of us could be a 
Grand National winner.” It’s a 
hard thing to believe though! 


Can you tell if your horse is in 
the right frame of mind? 

Generally, when you ride 
a horse in the National, you 
have some time to get a feel 
for him. When I rode 
Neptune Collonges in 2012, 
I’d never raced with him 
before, but I’d sat on him 
plenty of times - I knew he 
was a laid-back type of horse, 
which is really the kind of 
horse you need. Obviously, 
you need a good jumper too! 


How do you keep yourself and 
the horse calm once the 
proverbial poop hits the fan? 

It’s very loud at the Grand 
National. Obviously, the 
crowd is huge, but that’s 
when your horsemanship 
comes into play. You need to 
have a calm horse and one 
way to ensure that is to be 
very calm and focused 



yourself. You need to study 
the horses around you, know 
who the good jumpers and 
bad jumpers are, and keep 
your horse relaxed so that it 
conserves its energy for the 
closing stages. You have to 
have good contact with your 
horse, you need to be united 
with the animal you’re riding. 
That’s horsemanship. 


Do you talk to your horse? 

Yeah, you speak to them in 
horse terms! 


What do you remember about 
your 2012 win? 

That he wasn’t the fastest 
horse in the world! I tried to 
get out into the first ten or 
so horses at the start but that 
didn’t happen. I had to just 
sit in, take my time and hope 
that the horses in front of 
me fell back. In the end, he 
got me out of trouble. 


What’s the scariest fence 
in the National? 

I always find that it’s the big 
open ditch as you start to 
head out into the country. 

I think it’s the third or fourth. 
That’s a big, imposing fence. 


What do you think is the 
enduring appeal of the race? 

It’s just a very prestigious 
race, with an amazing 
history. It’s a test of every 
attribute in a horse - jumping 
ability, stamina, composure, 
temperament. And it’s a test 
of everything for a jockey too. 


What percentage of a win is 
down to pure good luck? 

It’s definitely a factor. I mean, 
last year’s winner was a 66/1 
shot, my horse was 33/1. They 
weren’t expected to win. You 


need plenty of luck, basically, 
because all it takes is for one 
horse to fall in front of you and 
you’re out of the race. You need 
a clear run all the way round 
and that hardly ever happens. 


Does winning the National 
change a jockey’s life? 

To an extent, but jockeying 
has a way of bringing you back 
down to Earth. For example, 
I’m speaking to you having 
broken my leg and elbow last 
week, which is why I’m not in 
this year’s race. Unfortunately, 
you can’t add anything to your 
race fee either. 
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", 
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Blimey! Do the other jockeys try 
any dirty tricks during the race? 

Not really, no. We’re all in it 
together. We’re generally very 
good friends so we’re all 
wanting to get home safely. 
You’re concentrating on your 
own horse, not trying to 
sabotage the other guys. 


How do you respond to people 
who say that the Grand National 
is cruel to the horses? 

Listen, these are horses that 
are bred to jump, bred to 
gallop - it’s in their veins. 
We’re not talking about taking 
bad horses and asking them to 
jump these incredible fences, 
we’re talking about the best in 
England and Ireland. These 
horses are so well-equipped, 
they’ve been trained for years 
to prepare for this kind of race. 


Can you describe the adrenaline 
rush of coming into the home 
stretch knowing you might win? 

Sadly not, as I didn’t get that. 

I went to a photo finish. But 
when I was officially called the 
winner, it felt great. I’ll always 
be able to say that I’m a Grand 
National winner. Fantastic! 


Thanks, Daryl! Finally, do you 
have a race tip for us? 

I’ll go with the horse that I was 
going to race, Tidal Bay. He’s 
second favourite and has a 
cracking chance. Just a shame 
I won’t be on him!

I think Froch will take 
Groves a bit more seriously 
after the performance 
Groves put in last time, but 
it’s too close to call. 

What about Fury vs Chisora? 

Chisora will want to get 
close and Fury will want to 
get him at arm’s length, so it 
depends who gets the fight 
their way. Hopefully Fll be 
ringside for both fights!
